She 
then will be informed that the Cuban res- 
olutions passed by congress at an early 
hour this morning are now a part of the 
laws of the United States and an ultima- 
tum will be sent demanding compliance 
with this law and an answer within a very 
short time, probably twenty-four hours, 

Compliance is not expected, and a 
forward movement on Cuba will com- 
mence the latter part of this week ac- 
cording to the plans of the administra- 


tion. 

The congressional Cuban resolution will 
not be signed until tomorrow morning. The : 
ultimatum to Spain will be signed at the 
same time. The president early decided to 
make the two practically one act by a sim- 
ultaneous signature of each. 

At the close of two cabinet meetings held 
during the day—the first beginning at ll 
o'clock and lasting nearly two hours, and 
the second lasting from 3 until 5:30 o’clock— 
announcement that the executive action 
was delayed until tomorrow was made. 
Both cabinet sessions were devoted prin- 
cipally to discussion of the ultimatum to 
be sent to Madrid. 

At the morning session the presi-

Washington, April 19.—The war depart- 
ment bill to provide for temporarily in- 
creasing the military establishment in time 
of war was sent today to  Chair- 
man Hull, of the house military 
affairs committee, and Senator Haw- 
ley, the chairman of a similar committee in 
the senate. 


The measure was prepared under the im- 


mediate supervision of Assistant Secretary | 


Meiklejohn, after a thorough and careful 
study of the best interests of the service. 
In transmitting the bill to congress a 
request is made for favorable considera- 
tion, and in view of the exigencies of the 
situation, speedy action is expected. 

In time of war the army is to cons'st of 
two branches, the regular and the volun- 
teer army, the latter to be maintained cnly 
during the existence of a war or while war 
is imminent, and is to be raised and organ- 
ized only after congress authorizes it. All 
enlistments for the volunteer army are to 
be for three y@rs unléss sooner terminated. 
All the regimental and company officers 
of the volunteer army are to be appointed 
by the president upon the recommenda- 
tions of governor of state in which their 1e- 
spective organizations are raised. 

When Enlisting in a Body. 

Concerning the national guard, it is pro- 
vided that when the members of any com- 
pany or regiment. of ‘the organized militia 
shall enlist in the volunteer army in a hody, 
as such company or regiment, the regimen- 
tal and company officers in service with the 
militia organization thus enlisting may be 
appointed by the president subject to an 
eaxmination as to fitness and capacity to 
be officers of corresponding grades in the 
same organization when it is received in 
the service as a part of the volunteer army. 

The troops in time of war, whether be- 
longing to the regular or volunteer army or 
to the military, are to be organized into di- 
visions of three brigades, each brigade to 
be composed of three or more regiments, 
and when three or more divisions are as- 
sembled in the same army, the president 
is to organize them into army, corps, each 
corps to consist of not more than three di- 
visions. / 

The president is to appoint fn the volun- 
teer army not exceeding one major general 
for each organized army corps and division 
and brigadier general for each b-‘gade to 
be selected from the regular or volunteer 
army or the militia.

Detroit, Mich., April .—The departure 
of the first battalion of the Nineteenth iIn- 
fantry, from Fort Wayne, this evening 
was marked by a serious accident.

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ULTIMATUM WILL

the two documents which, it is believed will 
unquestionably precipitate war. It is likely 
that the president and Assistant Secretary 
Day will again go over the message which 
is to be sent to Madrid and make any 
changes which may be thought desirable, 
leaving the final act of signing the con- 
gressional resolution and the ultimatum un- 
til tomorrow morning. It probably will not 
be made public hére until notice is received 
that it is in the hands of the Spanish gov- 
ernment, diplomatic etiquette requiring 
this. 

Resolution Reaches White House. 

The Cuban resolution passed by congress 
arrived at the white house at 1:15 o'clock, 
a little over an hour having been consumed 
in the formalities of securing the signatures 
of Speaker Reed and Vice President Ho- 
bart to the resolution in opem session and 
its delivery at the white house by Repre- 
ecentative Hager, of lowa, chairman of the 
committee on enrolled bills, and Represen- 
tative Overstreet, of Indiana. 

It was expected that the resolution would 
be signed immediately ft reached the presi- 
dent and this was Mr. McKinley's inclina- 
tion, but for certain state reasons it was 
deemed advisable that the resolution and 
the ultimatum to Spain should he signed 
simultaneously and time was needed to 
draft the ulttmatum in diplomatic form. 

The fact that the resolutions were not 
immediately signed gave rise to’a few 
disquieting reports, but it soon appeared 
from statements of cabinet officers that 
the president had not the slightest inten- 
tion of withholding his signature and that 
the delay in attaching it was accounted 
for solely by his desire to have a full 
and complete plan of operation for the 
government of the executive in the im- 
mediate future before taking the final and 
important step of turning the joint resolu- 
tion into a statute. 

Financial and Military Policy. 

Just what this plan shall be was the 
occasion for the two cabinet meetings to- 
day. The first session, in anticipation of 
the reception of the resolution, was devoted 
largely to questions of finance and mili- 
tary policy, as well as to the framing of 
the ultimatum itself. So far as can be 
gathered the important point at issue in 
regard to the ultimatum was the question 
of time to be allowed for a response on the 
part of Spain. 

The steady progress of military and na- 
val preparations indicates the conviction on 
the part of the administration that a peace- 
ful solution’ of existing difficulties is not 
probable. 

As to the course of events in the imme- 
diate future the only prediction that can 
be made is one based on precedents. Ac- 
cording to these Minister Woodford will 
notify the Spanish goveryment of the ac- 
tion of the government of the United 
States, and should the Spanish answer be 
unsatisfactory, as is expected, the next 
step in order will be for him to ask for his 
Passports and leave Madrid. That would 
be followed instantly by the withdrawal 
from Washington of Senor Polo, the Span- 
ish minister, 

Americans Must Take Initiative. 

At this point it can be said that the 
State department officials are confident 


that the Spanish government will so shape 


every phase of the negotiations as to 
oblige us to také the initiative at every 
point. 

After the withdrawal of the ministers 
and assuming Spain does not back down, 
will follow actual war, but whether or not 
the first overt act will be preceded by a 
formal declaration of war, which would 
insure the immediate neutralization of the 
powers, or whether tne north Atlantic 
squadron will make its appearance off Ha- 


vana as a beginning, cannot as yet be 


predicted. 

In this connection, it may be stated 
that the army and navy experts are 
beginning to take a less hopeful view 
of an easy and quick campaign than 
they entertained a short time ago. 


Months are now mentioned instead of 


weeks as the probable length of hostilities 


and one eminent naval officer, who has ex- 


perience in the late war, professes a belief 
that unless outside pressure is brought to 


bear a war may easily drag along for a 
year under the existing conditions. 

Apparently the powers have abandoned 
open efforts in Washington. to influence 
the course of the government. Matters 
were very quiet at all the legations today 
and no instructions were received by any 
of the ambassadors or ministers in the line 
of mediation.

Washington, April 19.—The Spanish min- 
ister, Senor Polo y Bernabe, has made his 
final. preparations for departure and is 
calmly awaiting notification that the presi- 
dent has affixed his signature to the Cuban 
resolutions, at which time the minister will 
take his leave. 

The entire staff of the legation will ac- 
cOmpany the minister. Their exact move. 
ments after leaving Washington are not 
made known, except that they will return 
to Spain at the earliest possible moment. 

The Spanish legation has been the center 
of great activity throughout the day. The 
minister was up practically all of last 
night, retiring shortly before daylight this 
morning, after having informed his govern- 
ment of the final passage of the Cuban res- 
olution,. The minister today expressed the 
view that all hope of a peaceful settlement 
appeared to m™ at an end, and that now 
Spain left with the United States the re- 
sponsibility for war. 

Foreign Embassies Busy. 

The various foreign embassies and lega- 
tions were intensely active today in the 
expectation that hostilities were near at 
hand. The several foreign officers were 
fully advised of the passing of the resolu- 
tions and were kept posted as to the pros- 
pects of the president's signature. 

The representatives of the powers of Eu- 
rope held no meeting during the day, nor 
has any meeting been arranged. Those who 
have been most hopeful of bringing about 
European coalition, now concede that such 
a move is impossible. One of the best 
posted members of the diplomatic corps 
stated tonight that it was now too late for 
mediation or intervention, even if the pow- 
ers could be brought together.

The West- 
minster Gazette is of the opinon that 
such communications as he sends to 
The London Times are doing irreparable 
mischief, and it quotes the statement 
from Smalley that “the public tolera- 
tion of congress is a thing almost more 
disheartening than congress itself.” 

The truth is, nothing that Smalley 
could say would be offensive to people 
who know his social and political pro- 
clivities, and who remember how he 
fawned and toadied to the British lords 
In his Tribune articles. The truth is 
that Smalley is a culiivated Jeems Yel- 
lowplush. He has a supreme tontempt 
for everything genuinely American. Day 
after day, he feeds the British public 
with stuff like that we have quoted, and 
it all goes out with the indorsement 
of the newspaper that employs him. 

Undoubtedly the vehicle’ through 
which Smalley’s stuff gets before the 
public has a very high standing in Great 
Britain, and no doubt a large part of 
the British public is deceived by it; but 
on this side Smalley’s views and opin- 
ions are not taken seriously. He is a 
person of no importance whatever, and 
his follies attract no attention. 
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Hon. Clarence Knowles. 
" We publish elsewhere this morning a 
statement signed by many prominent 
business men of Atlanta in reference to 
the candidacy of Hon. Clarence Knowles 
for re-election to the general assembly.

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The Spanish Cortes. 

Since this is the momentous day on 
which the Spanish cortes is scheduled to 
convene at Madrid, there naturally ex- 
ists some desire in the public mind to 
know what powers belong to this assem- 
bly. 

Under the congfitution which Spain 
professes to uphold with jealous care, it 
seems that-the power to declare war 
vests in the occupant of the imperial 
chair. In this country the power to de- 
clare war rests in congress, which body 
represents the nation’s sovereignty. 

3ut while the power to declare war 
under the Spanish constitution vests in 
the occupant of the imperial chair, it 
seems that in order to surrender terri- 
tory belonging to the crown, it is first 
necessary to obtain the approval of the 
cories. 

This is the excuse which Spain has 


accede to the demands of this country 
with respect to the relinquishment of 
Cuba; but realizing that the temper of 
this country is aroused to its extreme 
tension, she has found it necessary to 
call the cortes together five days sooner 
than its usual time of convocation. Or- 
dinarily, the time for the cortes to assem- 
ble at this season is April 25th. 

In view of the unmistakably belliger- 
ent and emphatic language of the resolu- 
tions agreed upon by congress, it will 
be of interest to follow the proceedings 
of the Spanish cortes today, and to wit- 
ness the effect which these resolutions 
are calculated to produce. 

But the question which concerns us at 
this time is not so much the powers 
which are vested in either the sovereign 
or the cortes as it is the action which 
Spain will deem it wise to take in re- 
sponse to the demand which this coun- 
try makes upon her. Whether Spain’s 
answer to the resolutions recently adopt- 
ed is transmitted to us through the sov- 
ereigen or through the cortes can make 
but little difference, if it proves to be un- 
satisfactory. 
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The End of European Control. 

The culminating stage of the expul- 
sion of European control in the western 
hemisphere has been reached. 

When this virgin continent was discov- 
ered, its shores were quickly sought by 
the governments of Spain, Portugal, 
I'rance, England and Holland. The pur- 
pose of these governments was solely 
commercial, and their subjects in com- 
ing to the new world, did so in the guise 
of adventurous tradesmen in search of 
fortunes. The great congestion of pop- 
ulation in Kurope gradually led to en- 
forced immigration, so that the new 
world, instead of being the scene of Eu- 
ropean traders, became the home of Bu- 
ropean colonists. ‘That these colonists 
for generations should have preserved a 
yearning for the mother country was but 
natural, and had these old countries but 
exercised statesmanship by incorporating 
‘heir American provinces into their main 
body politic, giving the citizens thereof 
all the rights and privileges which be- 
longed to those who were left behind, 
we might today have seen upon this 
continent a rejuvenation of the gallant 
races from which they sprung. But in 
the order of providence, such a connec- 
tion was not. to be continued. The greed 
of all the colonizing powers was beyond 
their statesmanship, and gradually the 
colonists began to throw off the. yoke 
and to declare their independence. The 
thriteen colonies of Great Britain refused 
to pay tax without representation, and 
the result is—the United States of Amer- 
ica. France had previously been driven 
from the continent by war, and what pos- 
sessions she retained afterwards in an- 
other section, she valued so lightly as to 
sell for a priee. A general revolution 
set in against the government of Spain. 
until every colony on the mainland had 
declared its independence. Portugal 
found herself driven from Brazil, and thus 
within a brief time an immense area 
was free, and the fraction that stil] re- 
mained under foreign control was com- 
paratively infinitesmal. It was fittine 
when this state of affairs was reached 


that President Monroe should have de- 


cupation, any attempt'on the part of a 
European power to regain a foothold 
upon this continent could not be viewed 
with composure. The (Monroe doctrine 
was but a simple expression of opinion, 
yet momentous in its consequences, be- 
cause it marked an era which forbade 
European enlargement, and looked final- 
ly to Buropean extinguishment. 

Having reached this point of develop- 
ment, we find but two considerable Eu- 
ropean powers left with any claim to 
recognition in the western world, name- 
ly, Great Britain and Spain. Acting 
under the impulses of that wisdom which 
has made British development glorious, 
that country changed its policy, gave 
freedom to its colonies, and simply mdin- 
tained with them a sympathetic and tra- 
ditional connection, so that the Domin- 
ion of Canada is today, to all intents and 
purposes, as free as is the United States. 
Even the smallest island possessions 
which Great Britain retains have been 
given forms of representative govern- 
ment such as secure to them all the bene- 
fits of independence. 

Now, that Spain has been ordered to 
go, the new world is at the end of actual 
European control. 
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Former Ruptures with Spain. 

While the United States and Spain 
have never confronted each other in 
deadly line of battle upon either land or 
sea, frequent occasions have arisen here- 
tofore when the two countries seemed to 
be at daggers’ points and eager to appeal 
their difficulties to the arbitrament of 
war. Just at this time, peculiar interest 
attaches to the diplomatic ruptures 
which have formerly occurred between 
the two countries, and some allusion 
to these ruptures may not be amiss in 
this connection. 

To get at the initial cause of our first 
unpleasantness with Spain, we must go 
back to the time of the Louisiana pur- 
chase in 1803. At the time of this pur- 
chase Louisiana was the property of 
France, but France had previously ac- 
quired it from Spain. We understood 
when the purchase was negotiated that 
the whole of West Florida was included 
in the territory ceded to us, but when 
we undertook in 1804 to establish juris- 
diction over that quarter, we met with 
most decided opposition on the part of 
Spain, who claimed that west Florida 
belonged to her. We looked to France 
for some sort of redress, but France was 
not certain in regard to boundary lines, 
and dismissed the matter by declaring 
that she had sold to us only the territory 
acquired from Spain under the treaty of 
San Ildefonso. Under this treaty we 
could not prove our legal right to west 
Florida, but with the firm conviction 
that west Florida properly belonged in 
the Louisiana purchase, we refused at 
first to notice Spain’s protest. Difficul- 
ties at this juncture were rendered still 
more acute by the established perfidy of 
the Spanish minister at Washington. 
For the purpose of undermining public 
sentiment in this country, the Spanjsh 
minister endeavored secretly to bribe 
one of the leading Philadelphia news- 
papers to advocate the cause of Spain, 
but failing in this effort, discovery soon 
followed, and the Spanish minister was 
presented with his passports. Of course 
the country was profoundly stirred, and 
there was strong talk of war, but matters 
settled down at length to some extent, 
and bloodshed at this crisis was narrow- 
ly averted. 

Nevertheless, the fundamental issue 
between the two countries remained un- 
settled. Congress several times dis- 
cussed the idea of purchasing the Flori- 
das and of settling the dispute in this 
manner, but popular objection to this 
plan of settlement was 80 pronounced 
that action thereupon was repeatedly de- 
ferred. In 1812 General Wilkinson was 
ordered by the federal government to 
occupy west Florida on account of the 
failure of the Spaniards to remain neu- 
tral in the second war with Great Brit- 
ain. This revived afresh the old feud 
between the two countries, but hostilities 
were again successfully averted, and in 
1819 negotiations were entered into 
which resulted in the purchase of the 
Floridas from Spain. With this pur- 
chase ended the chain of complications 
growing out of the dispute involved in 
the Louisiana purchase of 1803. 

Other minor causes of dispute have 
since arisen between the two countries, 
but in comparison with the existing one, 
these are trivial and commonplace.

Havana Three Times Besieged. 

In view of the fact that Havana is 
likely soon to become the focal center of 
hostilities in the contemplated war with 
Spain, it is interesting to inquire into 
the past experiences of this kind which 
Havana has passed through. In this 
connection we make use of some inter- 
esting data which The Chicago Record 
has recently prepared upon the subject. 
Says this well-informed newspaper: 

As early as 1538 the town underwent its 
first siere and was reduced to ashes by a 
French privateer. Eighteen vears later the 
French again attacked the town and almcst 
destroyed it. So long ago as 1600 the Span- 
ith government thought it necessary to 
erect the Morro castle and Punta fortresses 
which are still in existence. French, Eng- 
lish and Dutch alike menaced the city, and 
there was co litthe danger from pirates. 
About the middle of the seventeenth century 
it was determined to build the walls which 
still answer for the fortifications of the 
island. But the first actual inves-ment ani 
capture of Havana by the handing of_troops 
occurred in 1752, when a British fleet under 
Lord Albemarle took possession of the city. 
There were fully 200 vessels in the attacking 
fleet, and these carried an army of 14,900 
men, as against the Spanish army of 27,000. 
After the payment of a large sum, the 
island was restored to the Spaniards in the 
following vear. 

If war occurs between Spain and the 
United States as the outgrowth of pres- 
ent complications, history will once more 
repeat itself in the downfall of Havana; 
but instead of receiving it back again, 
Spain will be called upon to part with 
her cherished stronghold forever.

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PASSING THRONG. 


Miss Catherine Kennedy, of the Ameri- 
can Red Cvoss Society, who has been in 
Havana end central Cuba since February 
last, ig at the Kimball. Miss Kennedy has 
been assisting in the charitabla work ef 
the central Cuban relief ccmmittee of New 
York, 

The horrible stories of suffering and star- 
vation in Cuba have not been overdrawn, 
She says. She tells a story of the condi- 
tion in Cuba that is full of horror. She 
was with Miss Clara Barton and fifteen 
other Red Cross jadies in Havana, but 
their work, though active, was but an in- 
significan: little to what jis needed. Miss 
Kennedy says that the pictures that have 
been published of starving Cubans are not 
so terrible as the grim reality. 

“General Lee is the bravest man I have 
ever seen,” said Miss Kennedy, yesterday. 
“Theugh some people seem to think he was 
in no .personal danger in Havana, I know 
that he was always in danger of assassi- 
nation. My work threw me with him a 
great deal, and I want 1o say for him that 
he has assisted us a great deal in Havana. 
He remained there when he knew he would 
likely be murdere@ at any moment, and 
I believe there is not another man who 
would have done as he did. 

“I know of one plot to assassinate him, 
that failed because some of the plotters 
lost heart. The servants in his hotel were 
hired to do the work, and at a given signal 
all of the lights were to be put out and one 
of his servants was to kill him. That sig- 
mal was never given, and though General 
Lee learned of the plot against he life, he 
never paid the slightest attention to the 
matter. I wonder that he was allowed to 
leave Havana alive. The Spanish sympa- 
thizers there hate him and they would be 
enly too glad to have an opportunity to 
murder him. He is the greatest man in 
this country and 1 think it would be a 
bfessing were he president instead of 
McKinley. 

“Every day that McKinley and congress 
delay the action on the Cuban matter 
means death and starvation to many hun- 
dreds. The Cubans are dying by the thou- 
sands and it is so horrible that one cannot 
form an adequate idea of the conditions on 
the island. I1 paid one visit into the inter- 
lor and J Know jt would be impossible for 
more suffering to exist than 1 witnessed 
there. The people were absolutely naked 
and had nothing to eat. Pure water was 
not to be had and in some places the near- 
est water was ten miles away. cies 
Weyler filled all the wells when he was 
there so as to force all of the people to 
GO to the cities. There is very little food 
on the island and everybody there is suffer- 
ing. 

“I know of many families in Havana who 
were once wealthy, but who now are starv- 
ing. They could get some relief, but they 
@re too proud to ask for aid. I have heard 
it said that the Cubans are not worth 
fighting for, but I have seen hundreds who 
were worth going to war for. | Individual 
effort to lend aid to the Cubans will never 
accomplish al] that is needed. This gov- 
ernment will have to take charge of af- 
fairs on the island and give help to the 
starving. 

“We will g€0 back to Cuba if war is de- 
Clared. 1 came away the day before Gen- 
eral Lee left. There was intense excite- 
ment in Havana and the streets were filled 
with starving people.”

Chicago, April 19.—The lc eal market open- 
ed under a general disposition among shorts 
to cover, that element exhibiting cons.d- 
erable apprehension over the prospects of 
war.

Reports from 
California stated that there had been no 
rain in the San Joaquin valleye, but in 
other parts of the state the outlook is 
more encouraging. Everything appears to 
be coming Leiter's way of late. In the 
past three weeks he has.sold about 6,000,000 
bushels of cash wheat to foreigners. At 
the same. time he has liquidated about 
2,000,000 bushels of May and between 5,000,000 
and 8,000,000 bushels of July wheat in the 
pit. Representatives of the St. Louis houses 
have taken the bull side of the distant fu- 
tures owing to the development of a good 
continental demand at that center. Reports 
from St. Louis said that further sales had 
been made there for export for September 
shipment at 4c profit.

The troops 
are preparing to march in the parade on 
next Tuesday, Memorial Day, but some of 
them expect to be called away to war he- 
fore that dress parade occasion. 

Captain Oscar Brown, the acting adju- 
tant general of the state, expects to hear 
from Washington today in reference to the 
call for state troops. He thinks the officials 
there have been waiting far the Cuban res- 
olutions to pass before calling upon the 
states for their queta of troops. Captain 
Brown says he will be able to send a fine 
lot of soldiers when the call is made. Sev- 
eral of the companies have just received 
their new uniforms, and the boys look 
spick and span and will make quite a fine 
appearance when they are sent away. 

Artillery To Receive Guns. 

New harness and guns for the Atlanta 
Artillery will be received in a short time.

DEATH OF DR. S. M. PARKER 


Pioneer Citizen of Atlanta Died Mon- 
day Night at 12 O’Clock. 


HE WAS SEVENTY-SIX YEARS OLD 


Came to Atlanta When It Was but a 
Cross-Roads Village—His In- 
teresting Career.

Dr. 8. M. Parker, one of the pioneer citi- 
zens of the city, after some months of par- 
tial invalidism, died at his home in West 
End Monday night at 12 o’clock, at the 
advanced age of seventy-six years. His 
remains were laid to rest in Oakland ceme- 
tery yesterday afternoon after funeral ser- 
vices at the house by Rev. Daves. He 
was one of the first members of -Wesley 
chapel, and in after years was a steward 
of Trinity church; at the time of his death 
he waa connected with Park street church, 
of West End. 

He leaves a wife, two brothers and three 
sisters. They are: Dr. William Parker, 
Mrs. Beasley and Mrs. Brazzell, of Ar- 
kansas; Mrs. Shell, of Alabama, and Dr. 
C. W. Parker, a physician of this city. 

Dr. S. M. Parker wae at one time one 
of the wealthiest men of the city. He 
owned one hundred acres of ground on 
which the Gammon school is situated, and 
at this place he had a school, attended 
by many of Atlanta’s present citizens, He 
had several lots @n Garnett street and 
on Whitehall, midway between Hunter 
and Alabama streets. He donated to the 
city his proportionate share of Broad 
street, in front of the Inman building, 
making his property on Whitehall doubly 
valuable. Coming to Atlanta when it was 
called Marthasville he had a stump rooted 
from the Whitehall lot, and built thereon 
a two-story wooden ouilding. This was 
removed to give place to a brick store 
and after an occupancy of one month it 
was Durned.

Now, my point is this: Mr. Hurt’s cor- 
porations withhold every year over $56,000 
rightfully dué Fulton county, If the money 
was turned over as it should be, the bur- 
den upon our honest taxpayers would be 
$56,000 lighter.

DR. SHUTTER LAST NIGHT. 


Preachei at the Jewish Temple to a 
Large Congregation. 


Rev. Marion D. Shutter spoke last night 
at the Jewish temple, on the ‘‘Message of 
the Liberal Church to the World.’ He said 
in substance: 

“We get our message from the Bible, 
from science, from human nature, from the 
history of the past and the movements of 
today. From the alphabet of man’s strug- 
gles and achievements in the past, of his 
struggles and aims in the present, we spell 
out a part of our message for the world.”’

Righteousness 
will bring peace and conscience in the next 
world as here. And this peace of conscience 
is heaven. So long as there is sin, so long 
there will be suffering in this world or in 
any world. But this suffering, we believe, 
will be remedial and disciplinary.”’ 

Mr. Shutter closed by insisting that the 
ideas of the liberal churches were positive 
and constructive; and ought to _ inspire 
deeper devotion and reverence than the old 
ideas.

THE WET WEATHER 
RETARDED CROPS 


Crop Bulletin Shows Last Week's Con- 
ditions Were Unfavorable.

Indications for Good Weather and Crop 
Conditions Promise Rapid Ad- 
vancement This Week. 


AST week did not. bring propitious 
weather conditions to the farmers and 


§ frult growers of the state, and crops 
did little more than hold thelr own during 


the rainy days of the week. There was too 


much wet weather and too little sunshine, 
and the winds have been too high to give 


anv aid and encouragement to the tender 


crops and the blossoming fruit. 

The weekly crop bullétin covering the 
week ending Monday, April 18th, was issued 
yesterday by Mr. J. B. Marbury, section 
director and weather forecaster in Atlanta. 
The bulletin shows that every weather 
condition for the week was unfavorable to 
the farmers and fruit growers’ interest, and 
that in nearly every section of the state 
there has been too much low temperature, 
high winds and lack of sunshine. The crop 


bulletin follows: 

“Low temperature, high winds and lack 
of sunshine have been the characteristic 
features of the past week, and as a conse- 
quence crops have made comparatively lit- 
tle advancement. The reports relative to 
the damage to the fruit by late frosts show 
that. while in the northern section of the 
state the loss will be great, many orchards 
which were on high ground were injured 
but little, and in other sections of the state 
Corn is recovering slowly, 
but much of it will have to be replanted. 
Cotton planting continues, some farmers 
are through planting and some cotton 18S 
up, but the stand is not good in many lo- 
calities. Wheat and other small grain are 
looking well as a rule and oats in some 
of the southwestern counties a.e beginning 
to hezd. Gardens that were killed are be- 
ing replanted, while those not injured are 
needing warm weather and rain. Irish 
potatoes were badly injured by frost in a 
number of places and watermelons were 
killed outright. Sweet potato slips are now 
ready to plant when a season offers. Gen- 
eral farm work is well up and the outlook 
is far from gloomy. 


Weather Cold and Wet. 


“Throughout the central counties the 
weather during the past week has been 
rather wet and cool, with a deficiency of 
sunshine. These conditions have not been 
favorable for the advancement of vegeta- 
tion, and, as a consequence, crops have 
about held their own, making little or no 
advancement. Corn that was injured by 
frost is recovering slowly, while most of 
the cotton that was planted in March will 
have to be planted over. Cotton planting 
is now general and many farmers have 
about finished planting. As a rule gardens 
are looking fairly well, but would be great- 
ly improved by more seasonable warm 
weather. Wheat and other small grain is 
looking very well and promise a good yield. 
Pastures are generally. good, and, as a con- 
sequence, stock is in good condition. Fruit 
was not much injured in this section of the 
state, and from present outlook there will 
be a large crop of peaches and apples. 
Beans and other tender vegetables were 
injured by late frosts in many exposed 
places, ' 

‘The past week has been cold, wet and 
windy in the northern counties, and grow- 
ing vegetation has suffered considerably 
therefrom. The damage to peaches has 
been very serious, many of our correspon- 
aents declaring that all were killed, Wheat 
has been but little injured by frost, but 
there is complaint of rust in some fields. 
Owing to the wet, cold condition of the 
ground, general farm work has made very 
little progress during the week. Some or- 
chards that were sheltered on the west and 
northwest by forests were Sut little injured 
by frosts. Gardens have been considerably 
checked by cool weather. . But little corn 
has been planted in this section as yet. 
Warm sunshine is badly needed. 

“On account of cold, wet weather, but 
little farm work has been done through- 
out the northeastern counties. Some corn 
and cotton have been planted. Corn that 
is coming up shows poor stands as a rule, 
and much replanting will have to be done. 
Light frosts occurred in exposed localities 
on the 12th and l4th, but did little or no 
damage. Much damage was done to fruit 
and vegetables by the frosts of the 7th 
and 8th. Wheat and oats continue to do 
well, and there is nosrust reported. Irish 
potatoes were considerably damaged by 
frost, but are coming out slowly. Gar- 
dens, where not killed by frost, are looking 
well, but needing warm sunshine. Water- 
melons are doing well. On the 14th a hail- 
storm passed over portions of Habersham 
county, but no damage is. reported. Our 
reporter at Clarksville states that all 
peaches and more than half the apples in 
his county have been killed. With favora- 
ble weather farm work will be pushed dur- 
ing the coming week. 


Too Little Sunshine. 


“Too little sunshine and low tempera- 
ture prevailed over the eastern counties and 
were not favorable to the advancement 
of crops. In a few localities these condi- 
tions did not prevail and a steady improve- 
ment is reported. The stand of early plant- 
ed cotton is poor and much of it will have 
to be replanted. A large portion of the 
corn crop is up and much of it has been 
plowed. The good effects of the recent 
showers were destroyed by the cold that 
immediately followed in most counties in 
this division. The high winds during the 
greater part of the week served to hake 
the land in many localities, thus retarding 
the growth of vegetation. A large portion 
of the melon crop was destroyed by frost 
last week. It is thought that about half 
the cotton crop has been planted. This

branch of farm work will be pushed under 
favorable ‘weather conditions during the 
coming week. The fruit in this section is 
thought to be safe so far. 

“While farming operations have been 
somewhat retarded by rains and the tem- 
perature has been low for the season, con- 
ditions throughout the southeastern coun- 
ties have beeh fairly favorable and things 
are in pretty good condition. Fruit is safe 
so far, and corn and vegetables were not 
so badly injured by frost as at first re- 
ported. Good rains and warmer weather 
are badly needed by growing vegetation, 
especially irish potatoes and cabbage. The 
peach crop will be large, but pears are 
short. Planting of cotton and replanting 
corn have continued and most farmers are 
through planting. Some melons are up 
and looking well. Sweet potato slips will 
be planted as soon as a season offers. Rice 
is looking rather bad rrom the effects of 
cool weather, but it is thought under fa- 
vorable conditions it will come out all 
right. Most crops are in good condition to 
be greatly benefited by seasonable temper- 
ature and good soaking rains. 

‘Cool, northerly winds have been some- 
what detrimental to growing vegetation in 
the southern counties, and crops have made 
but little advance in most sections. Rain 
and warm weather, with plenty of sun- 
shine, is badly needed. Gardens are back- 
ward on account of dry weather. Water- 
melons have made some improvement. 
Sugar cane is coming well up. Oats are 
beginning to head in some sections and 
look well generally. Little or no injury 
to fruit or vegetation by late frosts. Pind- 
er planting is now in progress. In a few 
localities cotton was damaged by winds 
and will have to be replanted, Corn is 
being plowed on bottom lands. 


Winds Have Been Too High. 


“The weather conditions throughout the 
southwestern ccunties have been rather 
unfavorable during the week just passed, 
and the growth of crops has been somewhat 
retarded. Light showers fell on the 13th and 
lith, but the drying winds which followed 
more than counterbalanced any good ef- 
fects. Cotton planting continues, and 
much of the seed is already up, but the 
stand is not generally good. The stand of 
corn jis poor in some counties, while in 
others it is good. Many farmers are now 
plowing this crop. The pear crop will be 
short, but a good yield of peaches is ex- 
pected. Gardens are backward and need 
warm weather and rain badly. Unless rain 
comes soon the oat crop will be short in 
many localities. Sweet potato slips are 
ready to set as soon as it rains. Sugar 
cane is doing well as a rule and the stand 
is good. The recent frost did no perceptible 
damage in this section. 

“On account of cool weather and high 
winds crops in the western counties have 
not made much headway. Corn that was 
damaged by frost on the &th is looking 
yellow and hes not come out as well as 
was hoped; ahis is due to continued cool 
weather. A few farimmers have finished 
planting cotton, but the majority are still 
planting. Wheat and oats are still doing 
well. Gardens where not injured by the 
frost are doing well, but have* been checked 
by low temperatures. Poor stands of corn 
cause a good deal of replanting. The peach 
crop has been badly damaged on low lands, 
but on high ground it is thought the dam- 
age was slight. Most of the watermelons 
that were up were killed by frost. As a 
rule, farm work is well up to date and the 
outioek is very encouraging. Our reporter 
at Newnan makes the following note: 
‘China trees getting ready to bloom; they 
never bloom too soon; frost is over.’ 

“The weather over the northwestern 
counties has been rather cool] for the sea- 
son. but as a rule reports are encouraging. 
Whiie many peaches on the lowlands were 
killed, most of those on high ground are 
thought to be safe and it is thought a 
large crop will yet be made. Wheat and 
Oats are looking remarkably well. A good 
many gardens that were killed out are 
now being replanted. Cotton is coming up 
but the stand is poor in some saéctions. 
‘ane is being seeded. Corn looks well, 
considering the set back and cool weather 
following. Irish potatoes considerably 
damaged by late frosts. Strawberries were 
set back fully ten days by cold.”
